2. SINGLE REFERENCE TO TYSON'S STATEMENT (GENEVA 
1725) WAS MADE IN GENERAL REPLY STATEMENT BY CHILEAN 
OBSERVER REP (DIEZ). DIEZ NOTED THAT WHILE PRESIDENT 
CARTER HAD MADE CLEAR THAT HE HAD NOT BEEN CONSULTED ON 
THE TYSON STATEMENT AND IT WAS PERSONAL STATEMENT OF 
THE SPEAKER, HE NEVERTHELESS THOUGHT IT IMPORTANT TO 

CLARIFY THE MATTER OE THE OVERTHROW OF THE ALLENDE GOVERNMENT 
WHICH HAD BEEN RAISED IN TYSON'S STATEMENT. DIEZ QUOTED 
FROM THE FINDINGS OF THE U.S. SENATE COMMITTEE WHICH 
INVESTIGATED THE MATTER AND NOTED THEIR CONCLUSION THAT 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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NO EVIDENCE EXISTED OE ANY DIRECT U.S. INVOLVEMENT IN THE 
1973 COUP. DIEZ THEN REVIEWED THE UNDERLYING REASONS OF THE 
OVERTHROW OF ALLENDE WHICH WAS THE RESULT OF THE 
MISRULE OE THAT GOVERNMENT.

STATEMENTS BY 1 1 NGOS. THE HIGHLIGHTS WERE A 
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STATEMENT BY MRS. LETALIER, WHO SPOKE FOR THE 
INTERNATIONAL YOUTH AND STUDENTS MOVEMENT FOR THE UN. 
MRS. LETALIER REVIEWED IN DETAIL THE EVENTS WHICH 
HAD LED UP TO THE ASSASSINATION OF HER HUSBAND, 

AN ACT WHICH SHE ASCRIBED TO KILLERS HIRED BY DINA. 

AN EXILED CHILEAN STUDENT, WHOSE FATHER HAD BEEN 
UNDER-SECRETARY-GENERAL OF THE CHILEAN COMMUNIST 
PARTY, SPOKE FOR THE INTERNATIONAL UNION OF STUDENTS 
AND THE LAST MINISTER OF EDUCATION IN THE ALLENDE 
CABINET SPOKE FOR THE NGO, SOCIALIST INTERNATIONAL.
